The lie was hurled today concerning 
the discovery of the North Pole and 
the foundation laid for a controversy 
unparalleled in history. 

Commander U. B. Peary is anaintain- 
ing uncertain progress southward off 
the coast of Labrador in .his ship 
Roosevelt, but there came from him to- 
day a message ns direct as nis home- 
ward journey has 'been slow. It chal- 
lenges the veracity p£ Dr. E. A. Cook, 
of Brooklyn, and further complicates 
a situation which the whole world is 
discussing. In effect Peary discredits 
Cook's claims, with the intimation that 
he, Peary, and he alone, planted .the 
American Hag at the North Pole on 
April 6, 1909, and that Dr. Cook, who 
asserts that he unfurled the flag at the 
Pole on April 21, 1908, must substan- 
tiate his claims. 

At Copenhagen Cook, shown his riv- 
al's statement tonight stood by hla 
guns, declined to enter into a debate 
and calmly asserted that Ids records 
would sustain him, to prove ills right 
to discovery before the entire world 
beyond a shadow of a doubt. He an- 
nounced that he will dispatch a ship 
to Greenland and bring to America hla 
Esquimaux companions. Then with 
their testimony and his data lie de- 
clares that he will stand ready to face 
all detractors. 

In the meantime Peary continues his 
homeward Journey on the ice scarred 
Roosevelt and Is tonight at Battle 
Harbor, Labrador, still more than 400 
miles from North Sydney, Cape Breton, 
the objective point of the homeward 
cruise through the Strait of Belle Isle. 
The Wives 

Mrs.- Cook is !r: Now York tonight 
and Mrs. Peary has left her home in 
I -Maine on her way to Join her husband 
at North Sydney. Though pressed for 
a statement Mrs. Cook declined to- 
night to say anything concerning her 
husband. 

By those who received word of Dr. 
Cook's announcement with skepticism, 
Commander Peary's challenge today 
was received with gratification, by 
those who had been neutral it came aa 
another surprise in a series of remark- 
able happenings, while to Dr. Cook's 
supporters It was the signal for war. 
Cook Returning 
Cook, if his plans do not miscarry, 
will sail for the United States on Sun- 

I day next and will arrive here by Sep- 
tember 21. By that time Commander 
Peary will have reached home, but no 
one has as yet suggested tile possiibil- 

| ity of a dramatic meeting of the two 

! face to face. 

I Peary's statement reflecting on Dr. 
Cook's achievement came first to the 
! Associated Press early this morning, 
dated Indian Harbor, Labrador, the 
point through which he first reported 
I his success by wireless. It had prob- 
ably been delayed in transmission and 
read as follows: 

"I have nailed the Stars and Stripes 
to the. North Pole. This authoritative 
and correct. Cook's story should not 
be taken too serVu>.ly. The Esquimaux 
who accompanied him say he went no 
distance north and not out of sight of 
land. Other members of the tribe cor- 
roborate the'r story." 

About the /same time Mrs. Peary 
received the following message under 
the same date, both having been 
sent via Cape Ray, Nfd.: 'Good morn- 
ing. Delayed by gale. Don't let Cook 
story worry you. Have him nailed." 

The foregoing was signed simply 
"Bert" an abbreviation of Robert, 
while the message to the Associated 
Press bore the word "Peary" as its 
signature. The commander had sent 
the despatch replying to an urgent 
request for an authoritative state- 
ment and some comment concerning 
Dr. Cook. This request had been sent 
to him Immediately after he had 
flashed news of his discovery from 
Indian Harbor on Monday. 

Effect on the World. 

While Peary'3 assertion of today 
is of a nature that makes Dr. Cook's 
position one of defense, the Brooklyn 
explorer yet had supporters both at 
home and abroad. Many of the con- 
tinental scientists are marking time 
pending developments, while those 
who have formed no decided opinions 
in this country have assumed a simi- 
lar stand. 

Prof. Win. H. Brewer of . Yale, hon- 
orary president for life of the Arctic 
Club of America, of which both Peary 
and Cook are members, assumes that 
both hrive been successful. He tele- 
graphed to New York today as fol- 
lows: "I bellove that both Cook and 
Peary have reached the Pole." 
Supports Cook. 

Dr. Thomas S. Dedrike of Washing- 
ton, who was surgeon of the Peary 
expedition of 1898-1902, promptly came 
to the support of Dr. Cook today. He 
said: "The charge — reforrlng to 
Peary's statement of today — may les- 
sen Dr. Cook's standing in the popular 
estimation until his defence can bo 
heard, but the scientific world will be 
affected only by scientific discrepan- 
cies. Dr. Cook will undoubtedly 
have scientific records and observa- 
tions without Eskimo proof. 

"If Eskimo proof is needed there 
are enough admirers of fair play in 
the world to send impartial Interpret- 
ers to the tribe," 

Analyzing the Eskimo character, Dr. 
Dedrike is inclined to think them un- 
reliable with a "temperament which 
would lead him to believe that for

a man on the spot, having a ship 
loaded with what is most dear to an 
Eskimo heart." 

"This would be especially true," says 
Dr. Dedrike. "if . the former benefactor 
had departed homeward as Cook did, 
on a sled, with no halo of a ship's 
prestige." ■ 

Witii the Roosevelt at Battle Harbor 
tonight, Commander Peary should 
reach Red Bay, about 65 miles down 
the "coast by tomorrow, where he can 
put details of his expedition on the 
wire. The progress of his ship from 
Indian Harbor southwird has been 
extremely erratic. Firjt delayed 
Indian Harbor by rough weather and 
hampered in addition by lack of fue' 
the Roosevelt has literally crawled 
homeward and news of; her progress 
has been meagre and at times unrelia- 
ble owing to the inadequate telegraphic 
I'aeiltUs on the Labrador coast. 

COOK'S REPLY 73 PEARY 



Copenhagen, Sept. S. — "I have been 
to the North Pole. As I said last night 
when I heard of Lieut. Peary's success, 
if he says he lias been to the Pole, 1 
believe him. 

"I am willing to place fact.-, figures 
and worked out observations before 
joint tribunal of the scientific bodies ot 
the world. In due course I shall be pre- 
pared to make public an announce- 
ment that will effectually dispel any 
doubt, If there can be such, of the fact 
that I have reached the Pole, but know- 
that I am right and that right must 
prevail, I will submit at the proper 
time my full story to the court of last 
resort — the people of the world.' 

I will not enter Into any contro- 
versy over the subject With Command- 
er Peary further than to say that if 
he says I have taken his Esquimaux, 
my reply is that Eskimos are nomads.

Calgary, Alta.. Sept. 8.— Two- thirds 
of this year's spring wheat Inspected 
by Grain Inspector Hill, of Calgary, 
grades number one and weighs 63 
pounds to the bushel. One sample 
weighed 64 pounds. The movement of 
the crop has started In earnest. The 
Calgary Milling Company has secured 
between 2G and 30 cars of wheat which 
is now en route to Calgary. Several 
carloads of Bow Valley barley, weigh- 
ing 54 pounds to the bushel, have been 
purchased by the Calgary Brewing 
Company at a price per bushel equal 
to the price paid for barley laid down 
in Fort William. 

Oats are an excellent crop, and some 
idea of the rapidity with which the 
crop matures is gained from the ex- 
perience of Dr. Goldsmith, of Langdon, 
in Bow Valley, who finished sowing 
oats on June 9th, and has a crop now 
ready to cut, only taking ninety daya 
to mature. The excellent harvest wea- 
ther of the past week has been very 
beneficial to recently sown winter 
wheat.

General Manager of Bank of 
Commerce Enthusiastic 
Over the Outlook 



Winnipeg, Sept. S. — This year's 
crop will give to the .west purchasing 
power equivalent to actual gold 
amounting to $75,0U0,00U, was the 
statement made by Mr, Alexander 
Laird, general manager of the Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce. 

Asked as to the purpose of his Visit 
to the west, he said that he had come 
to look over the ground, and added: 

"Mr. Alrd, superintendent of western 
agencies, thought there was a need d£ 
more branches In some parts of the 
west. 

"Outside of the growth of ordinary 
deposits, which may be ascribed to 
greater care on tho part of the people 
as a whole, it should be remembered 
that during the p? st. few months there 
has been a very largo quantity of 
securities disposed Jf on the London 
market, tho proceeds of which will bo 
placed on special deposit with the 
banks in Canada, and will not be with- 
drawn until the work for which, the 
loans were created reach certain 
stages of progress. 

When all tho work in hand is com- 
pleted these monies will bo with- 
drawn and tho deposits in 'conse- 
quence will show a depline." 

"Commercial loans indicate tho 
expansion or the diminution of trade 
generally. It is popularly believed. 
From July, 1908, to July, 1909, its 
commercial loans of all tile banks 
have increased only $15,000,000, while 
this represents a fairly good business 
progress?" was asked of tho banks. 

"I havo not the figures by me, but 
as for our own bank, the commercial 
loans' have increased very consider- 
ably during August. But in July a 
year ago tho merchants wero reduc- 
ing their stocks. I can assure you 
that in my opinion the trade of the 
last three months has boon bigger 
than in any other throe months of the 
country's history. 

"Will the cash proceeds of tho crop 
havo a tendency to create similar 
conditions to those of 1900 and 1907?" 

"People don't like being preached 
to and we have not always got credit 
for the warnings our bank, through 
Mr. Walker, has given. But we will 
havo to bo very careful. . A disposi- 
tion does exist amongst some farmers 
to get more land. 'If I had a iittle 
more,' he remarks, 'I would havo done 
better.' He takes the money he gets 
and goes under contract to buy more 
land. There is tho danger. WJien a 
bad season comes around ho finds 
himself face to face, with the prob- 
lems of looking after two or more 
sections instead of that which tffi 
could comfortably handlo with tho 
capital he had." 



WILL B E NO ACTION 

Retaliation Unlikely as • Result of 
Payne Tariff 
Bill 



Vancouver, Sept. 8. — In an address 
on tho British navy at the city hall 
tonight Sir William White, former 
chief of naval construction for the 
ndmiralty, ■who returned early tills 
evening from Victoria, said he had 
today visited Esquimau and regret- 
ted to see guns at the foot of the hill 
on top of which they were formerly 
mounted. He had never agreed with 
the British policy in abandoning this 
and other naval bases, one reason for 
which was that Canada being at peace 
with United States, there was no 
groat need of maintaining Esquimalt 
and Halifax. 

While ho hoped that Canada and 
the Empire would remain at peace 
with the world, and while he deplored 
the great expenditure on armaments 
yet it was necessary, In time of peace, 
to prepare for distant possibilities of 
war, to assure Great Britain's supre- 
macy at sea for therein lies the peace 
of the world. Whatever Germany or 
any other nation did in naval ex- 
pansion Great Britain and tho col- 
onies should and would do more. 

Sir William complimented Canada 
and other colonies on their attitude 
on the question of work of the press 
conference and Vancouver in its 
movement to form a volunteer naval 
brigade. Sir Joseph Thompson was 
in the chair. 



Chicago Tramway Trouble 

Chicago, Sept. 8. — The wage scale of- 
fered 'by the Chicago City Railway 
company to its employees was rejected 
by an overwhelming vote in a referen- 
dum which closed today. This means 
that a resort must 'bo had to arbitra- 
tion of tho south side lines as well as 
on the north and west sldos, if fur- 
ther complictillona aro to be avoided, 



Montreal, Sept. 8.— While it Is true 
that there is resentment in this coun- 
try over the new provisions of the 
Payne tariff affecting tho pulp and 
paper Industry, it is felt, both at Ot- 
tawa and Quebec, according to an an- 
nouncement that nothing can ho gain- 
ed by imposing export duties. 

The government, it is officially an- 
nounced, will not talto any retaliatory 
action in this direction, and any legis- 
lation it may enact will bo directed 
rather to a final settlement than to an 
aggravation of the differences. The 
future action of the Quebec provincial 
government, it is said, will be in line 
with tho policy most acceptable to the 
Dominion as a whole, rather than any 
calculated to meet only tho immediate 
situation as it Is found In Quebec. The 
existing timber lenses in that pro- 
vince expire at tho end of the current 
year. The government will havo to 
decide upon Its policy soon in order 
that it may ho carried into effect with 
the granting of tho now leases.

I Trustee McNeill stated that- he had 
j been approached by a number of rep- 
resentatives of painting and decorat- 
ing concerns of the city, all of whom 
severely criticized tin.-, board lor al- 
lowing the terms of the contract en- 
tered Into with Mr. Lewis to be 
varied.

This Is Dr. Frederick A. Cook's an- 
swer to Commander Peary. 

Cook Kept Cool 

Coming so quickly upon other dram- 
atic incidents of the week, Commander 
Peary's despatch denying that Dr. 
Cook had .achieved the triumph 1 for 
Which he has been feted and honored 
In Copenhagen beyond the lot of many 
private persons* has been read here 
with feelings of amazement and con- 



cern, but Dr. Cook hlmselt BeemG in 
no wise disturbed. 

He was perfectly cool and apparent- 
ly unmoved when confronted tonight 
with telegrams from. the United States 
saying that Commander Peary had de- 
nounced him as an impostor. His de- 
meanor has not changed In the slight- 
est from the day he landed at Copen- 
hagen. Dr. Cook's friends had urged 
him to their utmost to make any 
statement possibly for the public, but 
he had repeatedly said that all he had 
to say for the present was that ho pos- 
sessed proofs that he had visited the 
North Pole on April 21, 1908. These 
proofs were convincing, and would in 
due time be given to the world. 
Unmoved by Clamor 

When It was suggested to him that 
his chances of proving his case might 
be ruined unless he made a satisfac- 
tory statement immediately, he smiled 
his usual quiet smile and asked how a 
man could be ruined by a popular 
clamor calling him an impostor when 
he had proofs of his case which could 
apd would be. published as he had oft 
times repeated, when they were In 
proper form to be given out. .Regard- 
ing the controversy over his alleged 
taking of Peary's stores. Dr. Cook as- 
serts that he has written and other 
satisfactory evidence that Peary took 
his stores, perhaps believing hhn dead. 

"Harry Whitney Is personally ac- 
quainted with all the facts, and per- 
haps what he has to say when he re- 
turns may be interesting," added the 
explorer. Then Dr. Cook remarked, 
quietly, "Make as little as you can of 
this, and don't say anything disagree- 
able about Peary." 

To Bring Witnesses 

Dr. Cook told Captain Sverdrup and 
another friend the day after he landed 
there that he hoped there would be no 
unpleasantness over supplies with the 
Peary party, that he had found some 
of Peary's men in possession of one of 
his depots and had turned them out 
u nceremoniously. 

It Is settled that Cook will send a 
ship back to bring to America the two 
Esquimaux who accompanied him on 
the last stage of his journey to the 
Pole, as well as some of the party who 
were sent back when the start of tho 
last stage began. Capt. Sverdrup may 
command the expedition. It i s Dr. 
Cook's desire that he shall do so. and 
they conferred for some hours today 
regarding the details of the expedition. 

scientistToFquestion 

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. S "Too 

much importance should not bo at- 
tached to the despatch received from 
Commander Peary concerning Dr. 
Cook," said Henry G. Bryant, presi- 
dent of the Geographical Society of 
Philadelphia today when shown the 
Peary telegram to the association. 
Mr. Bryant, who Is a friend of both 
explorers, said that the testimony of 
Eskimos cannot be relied upon,. "and 
that they will say anything suggested 
to them. 

Continuing, he said: "It Is possible 
that Peary heard of the claim of Dr. 
Cook's presence in the north, and 
banted up the Eskimos who accom- 
panied the doctor, and- he may have 
evidence which corroborates their 
statements. But he knows as well as 
anybody how childlike and unreliable 
they are." c •, , { nci 

Admiral Melville, when told pf 
Peary's despatch, sulci: ; . 

"All I can say is that I believe that 
any statement coming from Peary 
can be relied upon. I cannot pass 
judgment upon the truth of the. Eski- 
mos. It is up to t)ip man who saw 
and Interviewed them. and he Is 
simply sending what he learned." 



AWAITS PROOFS FROM BOTH 

Washington, D. C, Sept. S. — When 
Prof. Wills L. Moore, president of the 
National Geographical Society, was 
acquainted today with the statements 
of Commander Peary and Dr. Cook, 
Indicating a serious clash between the 
two, and the raising of the question of 
veracity as to which was the first to 
reach the North Pole, he said that this 
simply confirmed the wisdom of the 
course adopted last night by the Geo- 
graphical Society in deciding to await 
tlie production of positive truth on 
this important point. 

Dr. Moore is still of the opinion that 
a careful scrutiny by astronomical ex- 
perts of the observations taken by the 
explorers will demonstrate the sound- 
ness of the claims made by Peary and 
Cook, and such an examination will 
surely be had before the National Gco- 
graphlcal' Society commits itself. 

COOK WASJERVOUS 

Copenhagen, Sept. S. — A number of 
Copenhagen newspapers today pub- 
lished letters from Greenland In which 
it is stated that Dr. Cook, while await- 
ing the coming of the steamer Hans 
Egede w»is In an extreme state of ner- 
vousness and anxiety. He was de- 
sirous of returning to civilization as 
quickly as possible because he had 
heard the report that Peary had 
reached the Pole and wanted his own 
announcement to be made li'rst. Dr. 
Norman Hansen, who was with Cook 
for six weeks on board the Hans 
Egede, said today that the explorer's 
nervousness disappeared when he. came 
on beard the steamer. 

Regarding the various versions of the 
story about Dr. Cook having used 
Commander Peary's Esquimaux and 
supplies, and Commander Peary hav- 
ing made use of the stores and Esqui- 
maux held by Dr. Cook, Dr. Hansen 
could only say that Dr. Cook had told 
him that Peary had used his (Cook's) 
provisions. 

Dr. Cook told the Associated Press 
today that he would answer no charges 
on this subject until ho knew their 
real nature and whence. they came. He 
would then be prepared to give a com- 
plete reply. 



TAFT VERSUS PEARY 

Beverlev, Mass.. Sept. 8. — Com- 
mander Peary today delivered the 
North Pole to President Taft. who re- 
plied congratulating tiie explorer, but 
declaring he did not know exactly 
what he could do with the pole. The 
message follows:

Some 150 people attended a public 
meeting in the City Hall last night, 
when an address on the Lords Day Act 
was delivered by the Rev. Albert T. 
Moore, Canadian General Secretary of 
the Alliance. Mayor Hall presided at 
the meeting. 

Mr. Moore outlined the Lord's Day 
Act, and spoke of Its enforcement and 
its enforceability. In connection with 
the working of the act he pointed out 
that since it had come into being on 
Marcli 1st, 190V, 85,000 worklngmen 
throughout the Dominion had one holi- 
day In the week Insured to them which 
otherwise they would have had to go 
without. 

The lecturer alluded to the fact that 
the act wns not enforced in British 
Columbia, but stated that In his trav- 
els through the province before his 
arrival in Victoria he had noticed that 
the Inhabitants were stronger in favor 
of it being brought Into force than 
they were during his previous visit. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, Mr. 
Moore answered any questions hearing 
upon the act which were put to him by 
the members of the audience. A num- 
ber of Socialists who were present 
took the opportunity of interlocuting 
him, and he answered all the Inquiries 
in a frank manner. 

The meeting was brought to an end 
by the passage of a resolution endors- 
ing the enforcement of the Lord's Day 
Act.

ScItooI Board Will Ask City to 
Provide Funds for New 
Institution

While the members of the school 
board are heartily in accord with the 
motion which Trustee A. B. McN'eill 
presented at the regular monthly 
meeting of the board, held last even- 
ing, that the city council be asked to 
submit a bylaw on the date of the next 
municipal election to raise the sum of 
$150,000 for the purposes of securing 
a site and erecting a new high school, 
the matter was considered one of such 
importance that it was decided to al- 
low it to stand over until the absentee 
members of the board, 1 Trustees Rid- 
dell and Staneland, return to the city. 

The necessity of a new high school 
is recognized by the board. The pre- 
sent lack of accommodation is becom- 
ing a knotty problem, and something 
must be done to relieve the situation 
and provide accommodation for the 
rapidly increasing attendance. As the 
city grows this lack of accommodation 
is becoming more acute. 

Need of New School 

Trustee McNeill stated that there 
are two ways of securing the needed 
accommodation, either to enlarge the 
present High School or build a new 
building. The present grounds would 
hardly permit of the first step, whereas 
if a new school were built the present 
High School could be used for public 
school purposes, the growth of the city 
making such a step advisable. Trus- 
tee McN'eill stated that last year the 
attendance at the High School was 
312, and that this term an increase of 
forty in the number of students at- 
tending the school has taken place. At 
that rate of increase the attendance In 
two years' time will be about 450. A 
High School of twenty- five rooms 
would cost about $125,000, while $25,- 
000 would purchase the necessary land 
and equipment. He would like to see 
the board ask for a larger amount, but 
he doubted if the ratepayers would 
give moro than $150,000. It would not 
be necessary to sell all the debentures 
at once, but they could be sold as re- 
quired, and this method would mean a 
considerable saving in Interest 
charges. 

Trustee Jay recalled the fact that 
last year he had strongly advocated 
the erection of a new high school in- 
stead of the construction of two ward 
schools. He was strongly in favor of 
the building of the new school but he 
suggested .that the matter be left until 
later In the year when the full board 
would be present and the whole matter 
could be gone Into. The balance of 
the board favored this step. 

New Departure 

A new departure will be made by the 
board in the appointment of a princi- 
pal for the Girls' and Boys' Central 
schools Instead of the two* principals 
as at present. Trustee Christie, pur- 
suant to a notice of motion presented 
at the last meeting of the board, sub- 
mitted a resolution to the effect that 
a principal should be appointed who 
would not have any class of his own 
but instead would supervise both 
schools and teach such model lessons 
as are necessary. Trustee Christie re- 
ferred to other cities where tills Idea of 
supervising principals has been adopted 
with good results. This principle 
should be adopted here. As it Is the 
present principals have a great deal 
of responsibility and have to be away 
"rom their -classes a great deal with 
the result that the Instruction of the 
scholars Is greatly Interfered with. A 
principal could not do proper work 
where besides teaching a class he has 
also to supervise the other classes. 
Advocates Delay 
Trustee Mrs. Jenkins pointed out that 
the Boys' and Girls' Central schools are 
the only two where the two sexes are 
separated. Many parents like this ar- 
rangement and lnujfad .many girls are 
sent to the Girls' "Central because the 
parents do not desire that their chil- 
dren should ibe taught by a man. Mrs. 
Jenkins advocated allowing the matter 
to stand until a full meeting of the 
board. 

Trustee McNeill favored the idea 
contained in the resolution of Trustee 
Christie. A principal cannot properly 
supervise a school and at the same 
time teach a class. As to the question 
of a male teacher over the GlrlR' Cen- 
tral he declared that ninety per cent 
of the girls' schools throughout the 
Dominion are under male principals. 

.Trustee Mcintosh, also advocated, the.

SCIENTISTS SEE 



I IFF 
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lembers of British Association 
Visit Victoria After 
Nanaimo Trip 



A party of nine members of the 
British Association, who had been 
visiting the biological station at De- 
parture Bay under the guidance of 
Professor Prince, Dominion fishery 
commissioner, arrived in the city yes- 
terday evening and left again shortly 
after " midnight for Vancouver where 
they will rejoin the main body of, tho 
touring scientists. The party was 
composed of Prof. IS. H . Starling, F.R. 
S., one of the greatest living physiolo- 
gists; Prof. H. F. Jungerson, tho 
greatest Danish authority on whales, 
fisheries, etc.; Prof. A. B. McCallum, 
F.R.S., an eminent Canadian biologist; 
Dr. Marett Tims, Cambridge Univer- 
sity; Dr. Charles Patton, Sheffield Un- 
iversity; C. L. Bonnlenger, Cambridge 
University; Dr. Stanley Gardner, Brit- 
ish authority on sea fisheries; C. C. 
Cossar, Scottish authority on geology 
and mining. 

At Nanaimo yesterday morning tho 
Dominion government vessels Rest- 
less, Georgia, and Alcedo were requi- 
sitioned and the party were taken to 
tho richest dredging ground of B. C. 
In Dodds Narrows. Here three-quar- 
ters of an hour was spent and nearly 
half a ton of rare objects were lifted 
from tho sea In order to show the 
submarine deposits to the visitors. The 
lift included shell fish, sea stars, se» 
anemones, sea sponges, sea. cucumber, 
and other strange creatures. The ex- 
hibition greatly delighted the scien- 
tists. 

The party was accompanied by Do-v 
minion Fishery Inspectors E. Tayloc 
and C. B. Sword. Professor E. E. 
Prince, Dominion Fishery Commis- 
sioner, and the Rev. George W. Tay- 
lor, superintended the work of the ex- 
pedition. Luncheon was served in 
the dining room of the. biological sta- 
tion at Departure Bay. 

A party of the scientists visiting 
Nanaimo, at the Invitation of T. R. 
Stockett, manager of the Western 
Fuel Company, descended one of tho 
deepest shafts on Extension Island 
inspected the workings. They also 
visited the stables and were"especially 
Interested In the. horse there which 
has not seen daylight for 17 years.

MONTREA L TRIB ULATIONS 

Experts Before Commission Conderrui 
Water Supply as Dangerous » 
to Life 



Montreal, Sept. 8. — The Royal com- 
mission, which will close its investiga- 
tion into Montreal's civic administra- 
tion on Monday next, heard the evi- 
dence today of Dr. Barber and Mr. 
Milton Hersey, expert analysts, re- 
specting the city's water supply. They 
declared that the water was not fit for 
domestic use until It had been purified. 
While the city's two million dollar 
scheme- for increasing the quantity 
and purifying the quality of the wa- 
ter by carrying the intake pipe which 
Is the source of supply, further into 
the middle of the river .will reduco 
somewhat the danger of bacteriologi- 
cal contamination, the necessity for 
filtration is at best postponed only 
for a few years, when bigger popula- 
tions and more factories on the banks 
of the river win. so pollute the water

COPPER ON THE ISLAND 

We have an exceedingly interesting 
letter this morning written by Mr. W. 
H. TreWartha-James to Mr. F. El- 
worthy, secretary of the board of 
trade. It will be a very pleasant sur- 
prise to most people, especially the 
statement that "Vancouver Island has 
produced during the past live years 
about .one-hale of all the copper that 
has come from the entire Pacific 
Coastal district." It is highly satisfac- 
tory to learn from such an authorita- 
tive source that "we have every rea- 
son to believe that the copper re- 
sources of this Island arc very great" 
and that we may reasonably look for 
the opening' .of properties exceeding 
in value anything we have yet seen. 
.We commend the whole letter to the 
careful perusal of Colonist readers. It 
comes at an opportune, time, for we 
have recently had placed before the 
public certain statements in this re- 
gard, which in the light of what Mr. 
Trewartha-James says, seem to have 
been wholly unwarranted, and indeed 
hardly explicable. 



IRON ORE 

Mr. F. A. Robertson favors us with 
another letter upon the Iron ores of 
Vancouver Island, In which he sum- 
marizes statements contained in the 
report of the provincial mineralogist 
made In 1902. We see no reason for 
reproducing the summary, which is of 
observations now eight years old. For 
example the mineralogist is quoted as 
saying of the Iron deposits on tho 
West Arm of Quatsino Sound, that a 
number of claims have been located 
there, and that "llmonite is known to 
occur on eight claims and bog Iron on 
five." As a matter of fact over 
twenty claims have been located there, 
and the examination of them lias been 
so thorough and satisfactory that the 
Crown grants are soon to issue. As 
upwards of $100,000 has already been 
expended In connection with the prop- 
erty since 1902, it would be absurdly 
misleading to quote the Mineralogist 
when he said in that year that sur- 
face indications, warrant investigation. 
In at least one place a bed of thirty 
feet in depth of excellent bog Iron has 
been found. Mr. Robertson suggests 
that there should be a pamphlet Issued 
by the Mines Department giving all 
the information available concerning 
iron ores on the Island. The objection 
to such a course is that there is a 
great deal of information available on 
this subject not In tile possession of 
the Department. Here Is another illus- 
tration of why we do not print Mr. 
Robertson's letter. Wo quote from 
his reference to a certain property. He 
*ays: "The outcrop snows nearly pure 
magnetite, and is well defined, but 
more development work is required be- 
fore one can be assured that tills 
claim will ever be of any great com- 
mercial value." Such a report as this 
damns the property with faint praise. 
If the amount of development work 
had been stated, any person seeking 
information would have something 
worth knowing, but the report con- 
veys an Indefinite impression of an 
unfavorable nature. Through ills let- 
ter Mr. Robertson has so summarized 
the Mineralogist's report as to give it 
an exceedingly pessimistic character, 
and we are not ready to admit matter 
of that nature into the columns of the 
Colonist, unless It is accompanied with 
proof, which our correspondent does 
not profess to be able to give. 

There is only one way, so far as we 
can see, to determine the value of the 
iron deposits on Vancouver Island, 
and that Is for some one to spend the 
neceBsary amount of money in proving 
their value, as was done in the case of 
Quatsino. The newspapers do not 
have to be told that capitalists will 
not invest their money on the strength 
of articles appearing In their col- 
umns; but they do hope nnd they 
have reason to believe that, by keep- 
ing what Is known of the resources 
of a country to the front, the atten- 
tion of capitalists nnd others may be 
directed to them, and they also know 
that no possible good can be served 
by permitting correspondents to cre- 
ate unfavorable impressions, If any 
..one can tell us that ho knows some- 
thing to be true, we will give him an 
opportunity to say so, no matter how 
opposed It may be. to the ideas that 
wo have been advancing; bait we feel 
under no obligation to permit the re- 
production of pessimistic views, not 
based on the knowledge of tho writer 
and calculated to discourage. In- 
vestigation. - I -

raids of an enemy. One need not 
make any claim to a gift of prophecy 
or even of any military or naval skill 
before alleging that If Vancouver Is- 
land,, for example, were in possession 
of a hostile force, the fact would play 
a very important purt in the carrying 
on of a war or in the subsequent nego- 
tiations for peace. We do not under- 
stand Commander Crawford to be ad- 
verse to tlie protection of this western 
frontier of Canada, but quite the re- 
verse. AA'e mention the view of Sir 
Cyprian Bridge only for the purpose 
of showing that It does not appear to 
be applicable to the quesctlon now be- 
fore the public; and to be in point of 
fact one which does not apply to the 
British Empire.' If we let history tell 
its lessons fully, we will find other evi- 
dence that tho distinguished naval 
authority lias not considered his facts 
with sufficient care. When Spain oc- 
cupied a position similar in some re- 
spects to that now held by our own 
nation, her supremacy was first of all 
assailed by a series of raids, in which 
Master Francis Drake, afterwards Sir 
Francis and Admiral of the Fleet, was 
the chief actor. To our way of think- 
ing one of the prlnclpnl things against 
which the Empire has to guard is the 
sudden descent of an enemy upon Its 
outlying frontiers. 



POLAR QUESTIONS. 

In these days many questions are 
asked about the North Pole. Like the 
Ten Virgins, some of them are wise 
and some of them foolish. In what 
category the following or the answers 
thereto must be placed we leave to 
the judgment of eacli reader. One 
correspondent asks if we think all 
the hot air now being generated in 
the United States In regard to Polar 
discovery would melt the ice in the 
Tar north. AVe do not know, but the 
experiment might be worth trying. 
Another asks if it Is true that Dr. 
Cook planted the United States flags 
on a cake of ice at the Pole and the 
cake should drift away, what right- 
would any oiie acquire thereby. ;AVe 
should suppose that the Doctor 
would have the right to "take the 
cake." Another asks if an east wind 
can blow at the Pole. It certainly 
could not. All winds at the Pole 
would be from the south theoretically; 
but as the pole is only a point to a 
man standing on It, any wind would 
be from the south on one side of his 
body and from the north on the 
other side. Another 'asks if the Pole 
has any latitude. Latitude being tho 
distance of a point from the Equator, 
the Pole is in 90 degrees. Another 
wants to know If the Polo has any 
longitude. Longitude being an arbi- 
trary term signifying the distance 
of a point on the earth's surface east 
or west from a given meridian, It fol- 
lows that the Pole is in no longitude, 
for It can be neither east nor west of 
any other point. Another asks how 
a man can know when he reaches the 
Pole. If the Pole star is directly ov- 
erhead he can be sure that he Is not 
far from the Pole, but as Polaris is 
not exactly over the Pole calculation 
would be necessary to make his posi- 
tion certain. Another asks as to 
Canada's rights in any land that is 
ui> there. We do not pretend to 
know. Canada has claimed all land 
lying north of her northern continen- 
tal frontier. If this claim Is recog- 
nized it would give Canada title to 
everything this side of the Pole, but 
it would hardly apply to anything on 
the other side of it. Fortunately the 
probability that any one will ever 
want the possession of the North Pole 
removes this difficult question from 
the field of profitable discussion. 



RAIDS IN WARFARE 

We hardly care to assume posses- 
sion of the ability or knowledge to 
criticize so distinguished an authority 
on naval matters as Sir Cyprian 
Bridge, but when he seeks to minimize 
the effect of raids in warfare, he 
seems to be taking a narrow view of 
the case. After all lo said, there la no 
use In trying to lay down any general 
rule In such matters. The teachings 
of history are valuable, hut they are 
hardly sufficient to enable any one to 
forecast with certainty what will be 
likely to happen under any possible set 
of circumstances. When we read the 
quotation from Sir Cyprian in Com- 
mander Crawford's letter, the first 
thought that arose was that. If it had 
not been for a raid, we would not, in 
all probability, be now discussing what 
part Cannda ought to play in Imperial 
defence. The capture of Louisburg 
determined tho policy of England in 
regard to the French possessions In 
America, and AA'olfe's victory on the 
Plains of Abraham was only the sequel 
of the successful raid of the troops 
from the Colony of Massachusetts up- 
on the French stronghold in Cape Bre- 
ton. In view of this we may bo ex- 
cused ir we fall to consider Sir Cy- 
prian's proposition as axiomatic, and 
If wo continue to Insist that Imperial 
defence will be planned on exceeding 
Inadequate lines if it leaves the outer 
frontiers of the Empire open to the 



GERMAN AMBITIONS 

Everything bearing upon the ambi- 
tions of Germany Is of interest at tills 
time, and when Mr. Archibald P.. Col- 
quhoun places his views before the 
public It Is well to reproduce them In 
outline, because he Is a clear and able 
thinker on subjects of this nature. Mr. 
Colquhoun reminds Ills renders that 
the possession of the "cold, grey is^ 
land" in the Atlantic has really never 
played any part In the ambitions of any 
power aiming at world supremacy. 
Even Julius Caesar and his successors 
did not look upon Brltnln as at all es- 
sential to the rounding out of the Ro- 
man Empire, and we aii know that the 
Imperial City withdrew her legations 
from the island at the first sign of 
peril. Charlemagne left the British 
Isles out of his plans; so did Ferdin- 
and of Austria, Louis XIA r ., and every 
other European sovereign aiming at 
universal dominion, even Napoleon 
contenting himself with a demonstra- 
tion that may or may not have been 
intended seriously. Mr. Colquhoun 
thinks that Germany aims at contin- 
ental expansion, and that her hope is 
to organize n great empire, under the 
domination of Prussia, that will ex- 
tend from the Baltic to the Gulf of 
Persia. This he thinks is the real 
German peril. He sees safety for the 
rest of Europe In the fact that German 
success jneans-the. subversion of- .tho. 
Slavic races;; and he docs not believe 
they will be readily overcome. Indeed 
he says that, If Russia would give the 
Poles the least encouragement, tho 
representatives' of this people, who rer 
side In German territory, would at 
once rebel. Herein he thinks is tho 
sm vst guarantee that Germany will 
never embark upon a career of con- 
quest outside of the continent of Eu- 
rope. No Kaiser would be so mad as 
to undertake a war of aggression over 
seas with a discontented Slavic popu- 
lation at home. 

This Is a subject upon which every, 
one is at liberty to form his own op- 
inions, and probably one person. knows 
nearly as much about It as another. 
AA'e are not of those who think that 
the present Kaiser has any great 
scheme of conquest in his mind; but 
rather that as tho ruler of a rapidly 
increasing population he feels the ob- 
ligation of providing room for expan- 
sion. If he thinks that room is more 
likely to be found in the southeast 
than elsewhere, he can doubtless give 
good reasons for his opinions, although 
tlie difficulties in the way are enor- 
mous. We 1 think an impartial critic 
must absolve the Kaiser of any de- 
signs upon tlie pence of the world, it 
is one thing to aim at making his 
country strong, and quite another to 
contemplate a policy of aggression. 
Much of the interest attaching to Mr. 
Colquhoun's views arises from tlie fact 
that he brings forward tlie racial ques- 
tion in Europe, which has ever during 
historic times been, after all, the con- 
trolling feature in political develop- 
ment. The ambitions of reigning 
houses has provoked war on most oc- 
casions, but in the end racial consid- 
erations have determined frontiers.

lanager of Tyee Co, Says 
Resources of Vancouver 
Island Are Very Great 



That the copper resources of Van 
couver island are very great, and that 
one property alone, that of tho Tyee 
Copper Company, could furnish the 
material in commercial form requis- 
ite for building ships at Esquimau, is 
the opinion of W. H. Trewartha- 
James. general manager of the Tyee 
Copper Company, who lias supplied 
the board of trade with an interest- 
ing resume of the production of cop- 
per on Vancouver island. together 
with statistics of the copper mining 
and smelting Industry. He says: 

"During the last twelve months, 
from September 1. 1908. to August 
31, 1909, the Tyee Copper Company's 
smelter' at Ladysmlth, Vancouver 
island, ha" smelted (In rou vl 
figures), 45,000 tons of copper, gold 
and silver ores, Trom which we ex- 
tracted and sold to refiners: 

"3,500,000 pounds of copper. 

"52,000 ounces of silver. 

"7,000 ounces of gold. 

"This includes ore smelted from a 
group of mines on Vancouver island, 
which produced about 208.000 pounds 
of copper during six months. 

"It Is especially Interesting to note 
that notwithstanding a certain am- 
ount of depression In the mining in- 
dustry, following the panic of 1907 
and the slump In the price of copper 
in that year, the above figures repre- 
sent the highest production from our 
smelter recorded in any year since 
1905. 

The Local Production 

• "Our smelter draws its ore supplies 
from Vancouver Island, Queen Char- 
lotte Islands, and other islands along 
the Coast, also from the Mainland 
and from the Pacific Coastal districts 
as far north as Latouche ivf Alaska, 
and as far south as Salina Cruz, in 
Mexico, so that our production of cop- 
per is not dependent upon the produc- 
tion of the copper mines on Vancou- 
ver Island alone, though it may be 
freely ndmitted the copper smelting 
industry on this island would never 
have been started but for the splendid 
output of 'these Vancouver Island 
mines, In fact I estimate Vancouver 
Island lias produced, during the past 
five years, about one-half of all the 
copper that has come from the entire 
Pacific Coastal district. 

"The exact figures cannot be. given 
as the ores from these mines have 
been smelted at no less than three dif- 
ferent smelters. The product has been 
mixed with that of other ores in the 
resulting copper matte and, as far aB 
I know, the individual smelters have 
not deemed it wise in their trade in- 
terests to publish exact figures. 

"The total production of copper 
from all sources from the Tyee Com- 
pany's smelter at Ladysmlth, Vancou- 
ver Island, since 1902 to date amounts 
to 22,000,000 pounds, to which must 
be added the -total production of the 
.other 'smelters to obtain a fair esti- 
mate of the gross 'amount of copper 
produced in what we term the Paci- 
fic Coastal district. With these fi- 
gures before you, are we not justified 
in believing that the copper smelting 
Industry of Vancouver Island -is -In 1 
healthy, progressive condition. 

"As to the copper mines of Van 
couver Island, the Mount Sicker group 
have already taken their place in the 
world's dictionary of famous mines. In 
the opinion of men like Mr, Sutton, 
who have personally visited 1 nearly 
every point at which copper ores have 
been discovered, and in the opinion of 
the best mining men and geologists 
who are most competent to judge, not 
withstanding a temporary depression 
which may be admitted, we have- ev- 
ery reason to believe that the copper 
resources of this island are very 
great. That is my personal opinion 
too, and I think it is only a matter of 
time and money, new trails and roads, 
the clearing of the forests, and the 
settlement of the large uninhabited 
and even unexplored, tracts of land, 
to open up and develop copper mines, 
exceeding In value anything we have 
yet seen.

License Inspector .'Hahdloy referred 
to a communication^ which appeared 
in an afternoon papiir^igned "Guar- 
dian" in which the rharge was maile 
that gambling is carrifil. on' in ba% - k 
rooms of saloons. The'lleense inspec- 
tor emphatically denies this and states 
that he frequently visits (ill licensed 
premises and' he has never seen any 
gambling of 'any description and that 
all licensed premises are being con- 
ducted in a lawful manner and ac- 
cording to the regulations. 

There was but little business before 
the board. The temporary permit is- 
sued at the last meeting for the Mec- 
ca saloon, the license for which has 
been transferred from John McMillan 
to Charles P. Lievre, was ratified and 
tho temporary transfer of the license 
of the Poodle Dog from A. Coopman 
to Richard C. Davis . was continued 
until the next meeting of the board 
as the necessary advertisement of 
the intention to transfer has not yet 
run the prescribed length of time. The 
transfer of the license of .the Avenue 
Retreat saloon from James and Jo- 
seph- MeClUSky to John E. Wallls 
was ratified. Permission was given 
Frederick Carnc to transfer bis shop 
license from the premises at 1001 Gov- 
ernment street to 1327 Douglas street, 
the license continuing in his name and 
the business to be carried on by him. 

HUNT FORi BANDIT 
IS UNSUCCESSFUL 



Provincial Police Officer Re- 
turns From South But 
Without His Man 



Sergeant Frank Murray of the pro- 
vincial police department, who has 
been south In an endeavor to secure a 
clue to the whereabouts of Heany, the 
bandit who, with his brother, is be- 
lieved to have been the perpetrator of 
tho hold-up of the C, P. R. train near 
Ducks on June 21 last, has returned to 
the city without having been success- 
ful. Heany's brother- was shot near 
Ashcroft by Special Constable Decker, 
who In turn was killed by the other 
brothel- who succeeded in eluding the 
police and getting away. From a photo- 
grath found among the effects of the 
dead Heany the police succeeded In lo- 
cating the parents of. the bandits near 
Los Angeles and every effort has been 
made to follow up the various clues 
and arrest the fugitive. ' For the past 
month Sergeant Murray has 'been in 
the south assisting in the hunt which 
took him to Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco and other cities. 

While the police have been unable to 
get their man it has been established 
that Heany, after getting away from 
Canada, worked his way south and got 
to Los Angeles, where lie stayed a few 
days and then departed. Where he is 
now Is the question which the authori- 
ties of that city have been unable to 
solve. 



Mutterlngs of discontent are rife 
Just now amongst the Cache. Creek 
and Bonaparte Indians who complain 
that many privileges have boon, and 
arc constantly being, taken away from 
them. They complain that the new 
settlers are. encroaching on their lands 
and that tho. government should assist 
them to place water on the arable land 
they already possess. Chief Louie of 
the Canoe Creek Indians says that a 
conference, lias 'been arranged to take 
place next week on the Bonaparte re- 
serve between Indian A&ent Irwin nf 
Kamloops and the discontented In- 
dians. 



Sir William White, K. C. B., the emi- 
nent British naval authority, was 
among the scientists who visited 
Esquimalt harbor yesterday morning, 
and upon being asked for his impres- 
sions by a Colonist representative he 
gave some interesting and Instructive 
views on the value ot naval bases dur- 
ing warfare. Framing his remarks on 
me practical abandonment of Esqui- 
mau bv the British Admiralty, ho said 
that In his opinion the reduction of the 
station here was a very serious blun- 
der. 

"One of the reasons given for the 
reduction," said Sir William, "was on 
the grounds of economy. For the oper- 
ation of war, ships, trained men, 
strategy, and naval bases arc neces- 
sary. In the days of Nelson Die ships 
were self-contained. When partially 
dismantled they could effect their own 
repairs. They were often afloat for a 
year without" putting into any port. 
Now these conditions are totally 
changed. Steam vessels are employed 
for warfare and steam vessels have to 
coal. The advent of steam has led to 
the development of naval bases. 

"Esqulmult is not the only base 
which Great Britain has established, 
developed and occupied for years, only 
to subsequently abandon. 

"I have said that one of the reasons 
for these reductions was that of limit- 
ing expense. Another was the policy 
of concentration in home waters. An 
idea is prevalent that the scene of the 
next great naval war will be the North 
Sea. But you cannot locate war. Once 
set war going and it may spread all 
over the world. On this account I con- 
sider that the abandonment of so many 
desirable naval bases was a grievous 
error. 

"The ecpnomy obtained by these re- 
ductions was comparatively very small. 
Great Britain is spending some thirty- 
two millions sterling annually on naval 
armament. The abolition of naval sta- 
tions has effecting a saving of £ 100,000 
a year. Is that saving worth while, 
considering all the present and con- 
tingent advantages which naval bases 
confer? ./ 

"The navy Is the Imperial Insurance 
of the commerce of the Empire. It 
should have an ample foothold in every 
sea. Esquimalt is, or rather was, Great 
Britain's only base In the 'Northern Pa- 
cific. For here is the station equipped 
and ready for use." 



MAP OF RAILWAY BELT 

Department of the Interior Issues Valu- 
able Map Affecting British 
Columbia 



A new map of the Railway Bolt of 
British Columbia lias just been issued 
by the Department of the Interior, 
Ottawa. / The map is handsomely 
printed in colors on heavy map paper. 
The information upon it is corrected 
up to July 1st, 1909.. A glance at the 
map will show a person exactly how 
any particular area in the Belt 
stands, colors being used to indicate 
lands that have been dealt with In 
any way. For instance, all home- 
steaded lands are marked in yellow; 
sales, special grants, mining lands 
sales In red; lands disposed of by the 
provincial government, in grey; In- 
dian reserves In pink; forest re- 
serves and parks, in green border; 
timber berths in green hatching; 
grazing leases In brown hatching. 
There are also figures as to tho acre- 
age Included under each of these 
headings. 

In addition all available Information 
regarding railways, post offices and 
topographical features of the provin- 
cial lands adjoining the Belt have 
been inserted so that . the map pro- 
vides useful information with respect 
to a comparatively large part of the 
province. In fact the. map covers 
British Columbia from north of the 
railway belt right down to the Unit- 
ed States border, Including the Boun- 
dary country, the Arrow and Kootenay 
Lake regions, and the Crow's Nest 
district. 

To make the map complete an insert 
has been added, under the title, show- 
ing the lower Coast line and a portion 
of Vancouver Island. 

The map was prepared under the 
direction of Mr. R. F. Young, superin- 
tendent of railway lands, department 
of Interior, Ottawa. It Is to be issued 
to the public free and applications 
sent to Mr. Young will be promptly 
dealt with.

In speaking of the immigration Into 
Canada of farmers from the middle 
west of the United States, the Toronto 
Mail refers In congratulatory terms to 
the experience and the capital these 
Immigrants bring to its development. 

No one will deny that these are val- 
uable contributions to the . growth of 
any nation, nor insinuate that these 
farmers from across the border, many 
of whom are of Canadian stock, do 
not possess other qualities necessary 
to be woven Into the warp and woof 
of a nation. 

But it is Impossible to avoid the im- 
pression that too'much stress is being 
laid by our people on the possession 
of money by those who are beginning 
life in Canada. . '< 

During the first half of the last cen- 
tury thousands of men and women 
with no capital but strong bodies, ac- 
tive brains, sterling, honest and reso- 
lute wills, took possession of the 
greater part of the eastern half of 
Canada. Slowly but surely they won 
their way, and the farms, the cities, 
tho institutions and the commerce of 
Canada tell how they have succeeded. 

It is true, conditions In the middle 
and west of the country differ from 
those of the older provinces. In order 
to break up the soil of the prairie and 
to harvest the grain, expensive mach- 
inery Is needed, and the farmer must 
be able to wall at least two years be- 
fore he expects a full return for his 
abor. 

In our own province tho heavy tim- 
ber that covers much of the soil makes 
settlement difficult and expensive, and 
lumbering and mining operations re- 
quire capital. But while this Is true, 
tho great need both of the middle and 
west, Is workers. The patient laborer 
who Is contented with moderate re- 
turns need never be Idle. 

On the prairies they are needed to 
harvest the grain; here they are want- 
ed to work at clearing the lnnd and 
tilling It when It is cleared. In the 
cities there Is no want of workers. 
But the quiet, steady, patient Industry 
of the farmers who three quarters of 
a century ago were content to wait 
for years for a competence seems a 
thing of the past. But in the Ions run 
Is it not such Industry that will bring 
success? We have decided that we 
will not have men of an alien race to 
serve us as hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water. We are equally resolved 
that we in Canada will not be served 
badly by the idle and worthless of our 
own kin. 

But is it not possible to open our 
doors wide to every man and every 
woman, however poor, who is willing 
and ready for work? Above all.shduld 
we not teach our own children the 
valuo of industry? Can we not show 
them that it is far more important that 
they should do good honost work than 
that they should be highly paid, and 
that a noble character Is -the highest 
contribution any man or woman can 
make towards the building of a na- 
tion? - 



A generation has scarcely passed 
away since the beginning of the move- 
ment for the higher education of wo- 
men. It can no longer be denied that 
so far as the acquisition of knowledge 
is concerned the girl Is the equal of 
her brother. • Even in' the domain of 
mathematics, ..long supposed to. belong 
exclusively to men, women have shown 
that they can excel. In many fields of 
research they have proved capable of 
accurate and valuable work. On this 
continent far the greater number of 
teachers are. women, and the propor- 
tion In Great Britain is increasing. 
College women are at work in the li- 
braries, and a small but Increasing 
number in the medical profession. All 
this shows that women not only have 
the power of assimilating knowledge, 
hut that there is no want of work in 
the world for educated women tol do. ! 

But what effect has college training 
on the woman herself? Is she really 
wiser and better for it Those.' who. 
have lived long enough to see the col- 
lege girls become mature women eait 
scarcely doubt that their work, whe- 
ther in the home or elsewhere, is bet- 
ter done than it wouid have been had 
they remained satisfied with a com- 
mon school education. And after all, 
this is the Important thing. If a col- 
lege does not make better and stronger 
and wiser women, it is to little pur- 
pose that it should fit them for this or 
that occupation. In the great major- 
ity of cases, at least in Canada, college 
women, like others, will marry. The 
duties of the home calls fortli all the 
best that Is in a woman. She cannot 
be coo wise to be the companion of her 
husband or the teacher of the future 
citizens of the nation. It may well be 
that there should be changes In the 
courses of Btudy laid out for young 
women In the universities, but' they 
will not he In the direction of mailing 
their knowledge less sound or of nar- 
rowing its scope. 



But If a woman needs in her home 
all the culture and refinement .'is well 
as the knowledge which are the best 
products of the university, no one can 
help setfing that the attempt by a wife 
to pursue an occupation other than 
that of the homemaker is very seldom 
successful. 

There may be some women so won- 
derfully endowed that they can give 
to husband and children the love and 
care and interest that are their due, 
while they write books, practice a pro- 
fession, or carry on a business. But 
for the great majority tile burden will 
lie too heavy to bear. The worst of 
such a failure is that It too often leave 
a woman bankrupt of her greatest 
treasures, those of love and sympathy. 
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A good deal has been said of the 
duty of teaching the children of Can- 
ada to love their Mag. But there is a 
sort of worship of the (lag that is un- 
worthy of the Intelligent citizens of 
any country- When the sight of the 
Hag of another country rouses feelings 
of anger and resentment, it is a sign 
that what lias been taught Is not pa- 
triotism but prejudice. On both sides 
of the line there have this year been 
Instances of this Hag fetictelsm. Not 
long ago some campers In the Adiron- 
dacks put national Hags over their 
tents and these were torn or stolen by 
loyal United States citizens. Cana- 
dians, as a rule, are tolerant of the 
display of the Stars and Stripes, but 
there have been cases when very un- 
necessary anger has been roused he- 
cause some American citizen paraded 
his loyalty to his country in his adop- 
ted home. It is to be hoped that the 
loyalty which children are learning In 
Canada will teach them to respect, the 
feelings and even the prejudices of 
other nations. We will not love. .Can- 
ada the less if we are willing on nil 
occasions to welcome visitors and to 
extend to them every courtesy. The 
flag of our country Is an ohject to he 
revered, and not to be Haunted before 
those who care not for the story which 
it- tells 



The warning of Profeeeor Macoun 
Is one which we all should heed. -Not 
long ago, In speaking of a. piece of 
land through which the Colqultz River 
runs, a gentleman said, "If that were 
mine, I would cut down every tree on 
the bank." As a matter of fact that 
has been done during the greater part 
of its length, and where, twenty years 
ago, there was a broad stream with 
frequent falls, there is now a much 
smaller body of water. In our own 
city the corporation has acted as if 
every tree were an enemy to be des- 
troyed wherever possible. Now now 
avenues are bring planted at much 
expense and trouble. The value of tho 
forest Is something that Canadians 
have to learn. We have still among 
us much of the spirit of the old back- 
woodsmen, who looked upon the forest 
as a foe against whom an incessant 
warfare must bo waged. 

The Canadian authoress, Miss Lucy 
M. Montgomery, who is "Anne- of 
Green Gables," has given bo beautiful 
a picture of life in her home in tho 
"Garden of the Gulf." has written a 
new book "Anno of Avonlea." There 
were many who feared that in at- 
tempting the task of writing a sequel 
the authoress had made a fatal mis- 
take. The following notice from the 
Boston Transcript would seem to 
show that such fears were unfounded': 

Anne of Avonlea sounds a bit more 
dignified than Anne of Green Gables; 
but those who met Anne when she 
wus a child, when she was struggling 
to obtain more scope for her imagina- 
tion, will be glad to discover that she 
still lives with Marilla Cuthbert in 
the home she made so happy. Anno Is 
grown up into a • tall, slim girl, half- 
past sixteen years old, with serious 
gray eyes, and hair which her 
frlendi call auburn" — and is teaching 
the village school at Avonlea. She al- 
so is secretary of the Avonlea Village 
Improvement Society. Still possessing 
her vivid imagination, she has much 
less time to exercise it, for with her 
manifold duties she is one of the busi- 
est Individuals in Avonlea.

Anne, 
however, can hold it for herself, for if 
silo is not quite so amusing she is even 
more charming. She still has her un- 
fortunate propensity of courting dis- 
aster, and she Is as successful as ever 
in her wooing. She Is the same lov- 
able girl who makes friends of every- 
one and brings happiness to her de- 
spondent neighbors. This same sun- 
shine she radiates among those who 
read of her adventures quite as suc- 
cessfully as among associates, for 
Miss .Montgomery has created a char- 
acter that is as attractive as she Is 
original. 

Anne still seeks for kindred spirits, 
and she iinds one among her pupils, 
a boy and a Yankee— and Yankees 
are very unpopular generally in Prince 
Edward Irland — who communes with 
fairies and nymphs- and dream chil- 
dren, and he tells Anne about them. 
She understands, and the boy is hap- 
py, perhaps for the first time! for such 
imaginations as tiers and his arc rare. 
Anne finds another In Miss- Laven- 
dar Lewis, a beautiful spinster, who is 
called by Avonlea peculiar. Anne her- 
self is the main feature of the storv 
and she Is quite sufficient; her ro- 
mance does not-Yet reach' its culmina- 
tion, so her -friends may confidently 
anticipate another volume of her his- 
tory.

! Owners Here Make Protest to 
Ottawa Against High 
Handed Action 



A brand new international Issue — - 
ona more of many international issues 
playing their parts in the checkered 
history of the sealing industry — is 
raised by Information that has just 
reached Mr. Thomas Stockham of this 
city, the senior member of the well 
known West Const firm of Stockham 
& Dawley, whose schooner Thomas F. 
Bayard, is one of the fleet despatched 
in the pursuit of sea otter until the 
time arrived for the opening of Bering 
Sea to the hampered sealers of British 
Columbia. 

The Bayard, as well as several other 
independent craft engaged in scaling 
in past years and this, had special In- 
structions as to limiting her hunting 
strictly to the otter until such time as 
sealing became legitimate under the 
law for British sealers. 

Directions' were carefully followed, 
and yet — according to the advices now 
to 'hand — the Bayard was overhauled 
in open water by one of the revenue 
cutters of the United States flag, her 
arms sealed up, und orders given her 
that she must do no more otter hunt- 
ing until the 1st of August— this being 
In mid-July. 

. Tiie. season of Bering Sea sealing 
under the restrictions of the Paris 
Award arid subsequent agreements 
applying solely to the disadvantage of 
Canadian sealers, opens on August 
1st. 

Information at hand indicates that 
in addition to Captain Blnckstock of 
the Bayard. Captains Heater of the 
schooner Vera and Victor Jacobson of 
the Eva Marie, also received Imperar 
tlve orders from the American cutter 
to abandon their profitable hunting of 
sea otter, their arms being sealed a&i 
guarantee tliat this order woujd be 
obeyed. 

The interference and action of the 
American officers Is naturally warm-, 
ly resented by the interested owners, 
\ who 'urge that no prolii'jitlon exists in 
law to prevent their hunting of the 
sea otter at any desired time or with 
any chosen weapons. The sea otter 
is not referred to In the agreements 
affecting sealing, and there Is keen 
desire for Information as to, the legal 
authority under which the American 
officers will attempt to justify their 
prohibition of Canadian hunters en- 
gaging In the business, or their seal- 
ing of their firearms to terminate 
their activities In. this direction. 

The matter will be at once reported 
to Ottawa Tor forwarding to the Im- 
perial authorities with a request for 
Immediate action In the assertion and 
maintenance of the Canadian rights 
assailed.

Says Esquimaux With Him Do 
Not Confirm His 
' Statements 



(See also Page 1.) 

London, Sept. 8.— The Reuter Tele- 
gram company has received the fol- 
lowing cable from Commodore Peary, 
dated Indian Harbor, Labrador: 

"Cook's story should not be taken 
too seriously. The Eskimos who ac- 
companied him say lie went' no dis- 
tance north and not out of sight of 
land. Others of tho tribe corroborate 
their statement." 

The direct challenge to Dr. Cook's 
story, that he reached the North Pole 
April 21, 190S, cabled from Indian Har- 
bor by Commodore Peary, has given 
a marked impetus to the growing ten- 
dency in scientific as well as popular 
circles to regard tho claims of the 
earlier arrival from the Polar regions 
with more than suspicion. 

"This dramatic message from Com- 
modore Peary," says the livening 
Standard,- "which throws down In the 
most emphatic manner the fabric built 
up so elaborately by Dr. Cook prob- 
ably is tho beginning of a dispute 
which will become historic." 

The "Westminster Gazette says: 
"Commodore Peary's statement brings 
the whole dispute to an acute crisis, 
and the atmosphere of the North Pole 
is becoming decidedly sultry with 
stormy complications," adding that 
Dr. Cook's lecture delivered at Copen- 
hagen last night was not altogether 
convincing. 

The Pall Mall Gazette remarks: "So 
far as Peary Is concerned, there Is no 
question whatever of the accuracy of 
his statements. The veteran explorer 
Is believed In his word. Everybody 
feels that he has merely succeeded in 
setting the crown of completeness to 
the long and patient work of his life. 
In the meantime Dr. Cook, in his lec- 
ture last night, did not support his 
story with any proof whatever." 

Mrs. Cook Confident 

New York, Sept. S. — Mrs. Fred. A. 
Cook, wife of the explorer, who re- 
turned to New York last night from 
Maine, said today that her husband 
has facts which, when they become 
known, will set at rest any doubt aa 
to his discovery of the North Pole. 
When he returns to the United States, 
Mrs. Cook said, her husband will pro- 
duce absolute substantiation of Ills 
claims. 

Peary Met Whitney 

New York, Sept. 8. — A despatch 
from Commodore Peary which was 
received for Herbert L. Brldgeman in 
Brooklyn today, gave some details of 
the explorers returned from Etah, told 
of the movements of Harry Whitney, 
the Arctic hunter, of New Haven, 
Conn., and mentioned Dr. Cook. 

The message follows: 

"Indian Harbor, via Cape Rape, 
Nfld., Sept. 8 — H. L. Bridgeman, 



Brooklyn, N. Y. — Took Whitney on 
board at Etah. Cook gone to Copen- 
hagen. Met Jeanle off Saunders Is- 
land August 3. Coaled North Star 
bay. Whitney went on board Jeanle. 
Parted .company after twenty-fourth. . 

(Signed) PEARY." 
The Jeanle is the Peary relief 
steamer which sailed from New York 
this summer to search for the ex- 
plorer. 

Denmark Sides With Cook. 

Copenhagen, Sept. Daugaard 
Jeansen, inspector of Danish North 
Greenland, told a representative of 
the associated press today that lie was 
perfectly convinced of the truth of Dr. 
Cook's narrative. 

Jeansen first heard that Dr. Cook 
had attained the 'polo from Eskimos, 
he then met Dr. Cook who confirmed 
the story. 

At Copenhagen, Denmark royalty 
continues to pay homage to the Brook- 
lyn explorer who announced a few 
days ago > that - he had : unfurled- - tho 
flag of his country at the pole on 
April 21, 1908. Neither saw indications 
of the other's achievement. Both will 
be in the United States before the 
close of the month. 

Message to Mrs. Peary. 

South Harpswell, Mo., Sept. 8.— Mrs. 
Peary received a second message early 
today from Commodore Peary, stating 
that he had been delayed at Indian 
Harbor and that she need not worry 
about Dr. Cook. 

The text of Commodore Peary's 
message to his wife was made public 
here today as follows: 

"Delayed by gale. Don't worry 
about Cook. Esquimaux say Cook 
never left sight of land. Tribe con- 
firms. Meet me at Sydney. 

(Signed) BERT."

Prof, Herschell Parker Tells of 
That Ascent of Mount 
McKinley 



Mexico City, Mcx.. Sept. 8.— Word 
was received here last night that the 
destruction of Soto La Marina, a town 
In the state of Tamaullpas wns so 
complete that the whole place has dis- 
appeared with the exception of a few 
church towers that project from the 
surface of a veritable sea. No one 
has been able to get closer than a 
league from where the town once 
stood. From this point rescue parties 
have noticed tents on the side of a 
tall hill, the only evidence of life re- 
maining. 

It is believed by the authorities that 
the total casualties in Northern Mex- 
ico from the recent floods will reach 
a total of not less than 3,000. making 
the record of deaths at Monterey and 
other points second only to the Johns- 
town disaster. 

President Brown, of the National 
Railway, says the damage wrought Is 
the worst In the history of the Repub- 
lic. One third of the damaged section 
has not yet been heard from. 

Tho loss to the railroads Is already 
placed at $2,000,000, and this figure 
may be doubled when all the sections 
report.

New Westminster Settler Dissatisfied 
Over Price Paid For Land Makos 
Company's Men Leave. 



New Westminster, Sept. 8. — Trouble 
between settlers and the B. C. Electric 
Railway company odlclals over the 
right-of-way through the Sumas 
prairie has given rise to serious devel- 
opments with the result that the com- 
pany's men were, nt the point of a 
gun, ordered off the portion of the 
right-of-way on which they were 
working yesterday. The trouble has 
arisen over the company's alleged 
failure to pay certain settlors certain 
amounts for their land. The iirst 
trouble arose yeaterdny morning when 
Joseph Knox, a well-known settler of 
the district, ordered the electric rail- 
way company's men off his property, 
where they wore working on the right- 
of-way. They left, but In the after- 
noon they returned and commenced 
work again under Instructions from 
Engineer Sinclair, who was in charge 
of that section, It was then that Knox 
ordered the men off, and Insisted on 
their leaving his property at the point 
of a gun. 

Civil action wns commenced In the 
courts today by Knox and others in 
order to secure damages against the 
company. , 



New York, N. Y., Sept. 8.— "It is 
with great reluctance that 1 can only 
say that Dr. Frederick Cook has not 
made a satisfactory explanation or 
spbmitted corroborative evidence that 
ho has made tho ascent , of Mount 
McKinley." . • 

Thus spelte Prof. Herschell Parker 
adjunct professor of physics of Co- 
lumbia university and scaler of moun- 
tain heights, today on his return from 
explorations in the Selkirk mountains 
in British Columlba. Dr. Cook and 
Prof. Parker were the leaders of the 
expedition which sought in 190G to 
ascend Mount McKinley, and it was 
only after the return of Prof. Parker 
to the east and the other members of 
the expedition had scattered, that Dr. 
Cook made the dash up the moun- 
tain. 

"Our first line of march was on the 
southwest side of Mount McKinley," 
said Prof. Parker," but It ended In an 
impassable canyon. We crossed 
through but there we were confronted 
by towering cliffs. Dr. Cook said that 
the east side was impossible of nscent 
as the cliffs rose nt least 5,000 feet 
without a break. Then wo till agreed 
to give up the attempt for the sea- 
son and try next summer on the 
northwestern side. 

"I returned east and later was sur- 
prised to hear that Dr. Cook had as- 
cended Moi m t McKinley. I learned 
later that Dr. Cook had sent Belmorc 
Brown, the artist member of the party, 
on a hunting expedition; that Mr. 
Porter, the topographer, was en- 
gaged In making topographical obser- 
vations and knew nothing of Dr. 
Cook's final attempt, and that Dr. 
Cook despatched his head guide, Fred 
Prints, and photographer Miller, on 
another hunting expedition. 

"Dr. Cook told Mr. Brown that he 
was going to make an exploration of 
some glaciers, eastward, while at this 
time Mr. Brldgman, secretary- of the 
Arctic club in Brooklvn, received a 
message from Dr. Cook stating that 
lie was going to make the final dash 
for Hie top of the mountain. 

"Dr. Cook states that he reached tho 
summit of the mountain by the east 
side, and Was accompanied by the 
assistant packer, Edward Burrlll. Two 
weeks later he returned to the coast 
and made his reports. 

"I don't know whether Dr. Cook 
climbed Mount McKinley or not, but 
this I know, that he reports that the 
mountain was 20,390 feet high, but I 
am unable to say how he made his 
observations inasmuch as I took back 
with me the hypsomotros and he had 
only one or two aneroid barometers 
which would only measure about 
18,000 feet." 

A man of science quite naturally 
asks why he did not take photographs 
of the other summit of Mount McKin- 
ley only a short distance away, and 
of views about him. Those photo- 
graphs of the approaches to Mount 
McKinley summit in themselves would 
have settled the question. 

"As I say I am a friend of Dr. Cook 
but in matters of this kind, scientific 
I" °"f I s needed. If Dr. Cook has 
climbed Mount McKinley then he has 
made a case of it as the lawyers say.

Publicity attending the achieve- 
ment has cleared up the mystery sur- 
rounding the appearance of moving 
lights in the heavens in the Quebec

Leclerc is a young Quebccer who has 
Invented a successful flyer. He has 
a local reputation for achievements in 
applied science. Two years ago lie 
invented a number of electrical ap- 
pliances which attracted considerable 
attention from BClentlflc men. Le- 
clerc has, been experimenting with ills 
machine at night during the past fort- 
night and it was his seventh Might 
which became public property. He will 
make more ambitious attempts next 
Sunday. 

Leclerc's airship is a dirigible bal- 
loon with a 3-horso power gasoline 
engine and an aluminum rudder. Tho 
balloon is 23 feet long formed of a 
double covering of silk under one of 
cotton and one of sail cloth. It Is 
shaped like a cigar. The machine 
usunlly files at 200 foot altitude and 
makes 22 knots. Leclerc Is applying 
for a patent.

NECK AND NECK 

RACE FOR PASS 

C. N. R. and G. T, P. Engineers Press- 
ing One Another in Locating 
Routes. 



Vancouver, B. C, Sept. 8. — Engin- 
eering parties representing the Can- 
adian Northern and the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railways are engaged In a 
neck and neck race to locate their re- 
spective routes In the vicinity of the 
summit between the North Thompson 
and Eraser rivers. Conditions for se- 
curing a minimum grade were found 
to be excellent. The elevation at the 
summit Is only 2881) :aet. This sum- 
mit must not be confused with the 
Yellowhead Pass to the northeast, 
which will be traversed by both roads. 
Tims far the advantages are appar- 
ently with ' tho Canadian Northern. 
This wns the intelligence contained in 
a letter received here by Mr. Thomas 
White, chief engineer of the Canadian 
Northern survey, from his assistant, 
Mr. C. F. Hanington. The line from 
Vancouver to tho Yellowhead Pass 
will be. epproximatoly 487 miles. 



Mr. Hanington wrote that he is now 
engaged working south from Cran- 
berry lake summit to meet another 
survey party which, having located 
the line far beyond the Junction of the 
North Thompson and the Clearwater 
rivers, Is now pushing northward 
along tho valley of the former river. 
Before starting south from the sum- 
mit Mr. Hanington crossed over the 
divide and made locations seven miles 
down the Cranberry river, which 
flows Into the Eraser. Ho reports 
that no engineering difficulties were 
encountered and that a good route 
farther on to the Yellowhead Pass can 
be secured. The Cranberry lake sum- 
mit is between fifty and sixty miles 
from Tete Jeanne Cache, a point 
which the Canadian Northern, owing 
to a proposed detour, will not touch. 
Another engineering party of the same 
company is now working westward 
through the foothills of the Rockies 
with the Yellowhead as its objective. 
Mr. Hanington intimated that he hop- 
ed to have the entire work completed 
about October 1. 

The Canadian Northern is also very 
active on the lower Eraser river, hav- 
ing connected the line between Lytton 
and Yale, comprising the famous 
canyon. Its engineers are now work- 
ing below Hope and are headed down 
stream towards New Westminster. 
Another party Is also busy running a 
location along the North Thompson 
between Lytton and Kamloops. The 
Grand Trunk Pacific has not yet done 
any work on this side of Kamloops. 
It Is expected that the end of the year 
will see tho Mann & Mackenzie line 
located between Edmonton and Van- 
couver, with every likelihood of con- 
struction work being started early 
next spring. 



RECORD FLIGHT FOR 

BRITISH AEROPLANE 

Captain Cody With Machine of Own 
Invention Goes Acrosa 
Country 



Aldershot, England, Sept. 8. — During 
a dead calm at an early hour this 
morning, Captain F. S. Cody, the Am- 
erican aeroplanlst who has been in 
tlie service of the British army for a 
numBer of years, achieved what is be- 
lieved to be the world's record for a 
cross country night in an aeroplane. 

In tho big and cumbersome machine, 
which Is his own invention, Captain 
Cody remained in the air for one hour 
and three minutes, covering in that 
time a distance of over forty miles. 
He crossed over tile valleys that inter- 
sect the plain of Aldershot, passed 
over and around the barracks of the 
troops, and circled tho spires of tho 
village churches. Ills machine was j 
under perfect control and at times rose 
to an altitude of 400 feet. It travelled 
occasionally at the rate of CO miles an ' 
hour. Cody had to land bocauso hi3 
fuel gnvo out. As he was descending i 
the machine struck the ground rather, • 
forcibly, but it was only slightly dam- 
aged,

Reports From Bedside of Sick 
Financier React on 
Stocks 



' New York, Sept. S. — The speculative* 
temper still shows itself in a state of 
high strung sensitiveness to news 
from the bedside of E. H. Harrlman 
and the various price fluctuations of 
stocks during the day were the faith- 
ful reflection of the advices which 
filtered through from the house on 
tho top of the Ramape Mountains Into 
the regions of the financial markets. 

The news was exceedingly meagre, 
much of it vaguely outlined and some 
of it contradictory. The price move- 
ment therefore was confused and 
subject to shifts In the current. The 
limited volume of the transactions 
suggested that large operators aro as 
u rule keeping out of the market with 
the purpose of letting it find Itself. 
Tho day's dealings were clearly made 
up In a large part of professional 
transactions of secondary Importance, 
The character of the news for some 
time past has paved the way for the 
poor showing of the government crop 
report published today. The fact that 
both corn and wheat advanced after 
the publication of the report was tak- 
en as evidence that the previous rise 
In prices had not adequately dis- 
counted the falling ,off in condition 
during August and serves to Impair 
the hopes of a bumper crop for that 
cereal.

London, Sept. 8. — Tho question of 
ownership of the land of the North 
Polo Is to come up in the House of 
Commons. Sir George Parker lias 
given notice of his intention of ask- 
ing Premier As.quith whether this 
territory is not considered as helong-- 
ing to Canada,' and if Dr. Cook has 
planted the American Hag there, 
whether or not this act kIvos tho 
Uniteil Slates any right of possession 
of the region. 

"The honor of planting the United 
States flap; at the North Pole un- 
doubtedly belongs to America," said 
Lieutenant Sh'flctyeton, the English 
explorer who recently led an expedi- 
tion Into the Antarctic regions, today,, 
"The 'hows within d' '■week'," ho con- 
tinued, "Hint two men have reached 
the Pole is an . extraordinary coincid- 
ence. We all expected to ' hear of 
Commodore Peary's arrival some time 
during tho month, nnd we sincerely 
hoped that the result of years of ef- 
fort and struggle would be crowned 
with success. Peary undoubtedly got 
to the Pole. Between him and Dr. 
Cook the Pole certainly has been 
reached. As it is said that Peary 
reached the goal April 6, ISOj, it will 
be interesting to know the date he 
left his base to go to the Polar sea, 
and his rate of travel northward. If 
Peary's speed coincides with Conk's 
the fact will go far in the eyes 01' the 
world , to cJenr up the question 
whether such distances, claimed by 
Cook can he covered. The conditions 
around Peary's camp In 100S 'show 
approximately somewhat the condi- 
tions obsedved by Cook.
